THE RIP-OFF ROLL - II 



This column is a regrettable necessity^ made so by the fact that sev- 
eral Gamesmasters and/or publishers collect money for the adjudication and 
printing of postal Diplomacy games and then disappear without explanation 
or refund; New players' and subscribers., of which GRAUSTARK has a great 
many these days, ought to be warned about these people. 

Chief among them is Larry Peeryy who claims that he is an official of 
The Diplomacy Association and is urging people to send him membership fees; 
In fact, he has no connection with TDA memberships^ The $1 fee should go 
-to John Beshara, Apt., 1021, 155 W 0 68th St,, New York, No Yi 10023. New 
players should also be warned of a Peery "questionnaire" in a recent issue 
of Walter Buchanan's Hoosi- e r Archives ., in which Peery claims that TDA mem- 
berships can be sent to either him or Eesharao 

Furthermore, Peery has refused to admit that John Beshara, as Games- 
master of 1971BG, has a right to withdraw this game from Peery r s publica- 
tion Peeriara ( or ! mavbe Xenogogic ) on account of Peery ! s recent attack on 
Beshara* TSee "The Exclusion Act" in GRAUSTARK #2^9, and "The Last Word" 
in this issue, for details,, ) He has refused to refund the money for this 
game, or for subscriptions to Peervara made on the assumption that 1971BG 
would appear there* - 

The immediate and only cause of the vast purple tide of propaganda 
emanating from Peery is to get "revenge" on Beshara for refusing to loan 
Peery $500. The argument around ''Veritas Vincit" 5 as this attack was called, 
should be kept to this facte PEERY ATTACKED BESHARA BECAUSE BESHARA RE- 
FUSED TO LOAN. HIM $500; The whole controversy about VV begins and ends 
here* The related controversy about the legal aspeot of the player-Games- 
master relationship is Peery *s attempt to justify his refusal to pay Besha- 
ra the 1971BG game fees; 

This requires players to be cautious about dealing with the other 
Gamesmasters who have endorsed Peery°s financial foolery. A man who ap- 
proves of this action of Peery "s may very well do the same thing himself. 
.Accordingly, players should be careful about sending money to Exclusionist 
Gamesmasters, chief among which is Rod Walker (under his own name and as 
"Lenard Lakofka"). Walter Buchanan, who advertises back issues of Diploma- 
cy , zines for sale, is also an Exclusionisto So is Conrad von Metzke. 

John McCallum has recently re-organized his Diplomacy publication and 
come out with the first issue of Pf ennig-Halbpfenni^ - which, unlikely as 
it sounds, is also named after a mythical country* In this first issue he 
lists much information of use to new players, including all the postal Dip- 
lomacy publications that presently have games openo with addresses and 
rates. And he also puts in a warning about Scott Hankin* who collected 
players' fees from the most prolific writers of press releases now active, 
on the promise that his ?zine would print them alio He collected the fees 
and vanished. Gary Jones, allegedly publisher of Diplogrok , did the- same 
thing. I suppose it is worthy of note that both these rip-off artists were 
sponsored and promoted diligently by. Rod Walkero 

In the last issue- Chuck Vest complained that Jeff Key was not respond- 
ing to inquiries about game fees paid*. Mike Childers had this commenti "I 
know Jeff moderately well and it's not like him to abscond with the funds; 
Also, to the best of my knowledge all the games he was running have been 
tiuaied over to other publishers - among them Eric Just. I would presume 
that this is where game fees. have gone? Besides, Jeff, like myself, is 
very busy, and it might- be some time before he gets around to answering 
your letter. " 

This was confirmed by Key's Th e Voice , Vol. V, #5> which arrived last 
week. This issue announced that The V oioe would henceforth be published by 
.Stan Wrobel, 7 Polish Village Blvdc, Poland, Ohio 44514, at $1,25 for 10 is- 
sues. (This price may rise after the change of management, Key warns.)

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THE LAST WORD 

[it is with a great sense of relief that the Gamesmaster- ends, in 
this issue of GRAUSTARK, the controversy over the attempt by Rod Walker 
and Larry Peery to take over The Diplomacy Association and drive John Be- 
shara out of Diplomacy fandom; Once the latters here have been published, 
GRAUSTARK will have nothing more to do with the. matter save for warnings 
to new players in "The Rip-Off Roll". Then we can get back to the serious 
business of having fun, playing Diplomacy, and publishing the latest des- 
patches from the Four And A Half Kingdoms, Hydunderabad, and Freedonia. 

[As always, editorial comments are in square brackets. Letters are 
printed in the order that they work their way to the top of my desk. Dates 
are given where known.] 

BRENTON VER PLOEG, #202, 520 Parker, San Francisco, Calif. 9^118 (31 
August)t Peery tells me that he has changed the text of his (spmewhat dull) 
"letter" to spice it up a bit. [This was later published under the incred- 
ible title of "Veritas Vincit%] It?s true that I thought he could have 
made a stronger case, but if Walker is accurately quoting the new version 
when he says that Beshara is a. "Hitler"., then of course that gets into 
areas of rhetoric which I find distasteful; 

Nevertheless, I adhere to my position in my [cover] letter [to,VV], 
and would like to explain the reason to you. I think it's indicative that 
I am not writing John Beshara to explain why to him. .; John isi.^a man unto 
himself. Everything is black and white to him. I am either with him, or 
I am against him, think his practices abhorrent, and his manner uncouth. . . 

John simply WAS doing the things that Peery claimed. The constant use 
of rhe third person in the Wazir , even where it seems stilted and out of 
place, is indicative; I KNOW that he will deem me a traitor, and will 
continue his current freeze of me 3 expanding it to totality. 

(10 September): Until I received your card, I assumed that Peery must 
have sent his missive to you, first class;, as one directly concerned. I 
see that he has not; Larry has, 1 indeed, come up with a rather bitter let- 
ter, sent, apparently 3d class, to everyone he can think of. This letter 
is an attack on John and the Diplomacy Association under his direction. I 
guess it is not really an attack on TDA per se » and he makes suggestions 
at "improving" the organization, but the two are really indistinguishable. 

Peery sent me the letter-, in a different form, while I was in Vail. 
I have commented on that version, definitely taking Peery 1 s side (with the 
disclaimer that much of what he said was immaterial), but this new version 
is something else again;;. 

There are some changes in this new version of which I do not particu- 
larly approve; I think it accomplishes nothing to call John a "Hitler" 
or_ "Stalin". What nonsense^ Worse, what melodramatic nonsense; However, 
; this window dressing of added polemics.-) while it would have received 1 nega- 
tive comment from me in my "concurring opinion", does not really change my 
opinion! in light of what John led people to expect the DA would be, he has 
not fulfilled those goals; Note that I say "people", and make no refer- 
ence to myself directly. I think that you will understand this in light 
of my general views on the subject. 

I have, reluctantly, taken a stand against John because I could no 
longer keep silent in good conscience. But I am as much against Peery 
blurting out these personal, ad hominem attacks as I am against Walker do- 
ing so, or John. Or, for that matter, even yourself. (Though I do not 
agree that you have thrown the vindictiveness around with anything like the 
regularity that the other participants in this ordeal have.) 

(16 September)! I read in the latest GRAU [#24?] that Peery was denied 
a $500 loan by Beshara... The loan issue sounds somewhat reasonable. I 
have no reason to doubt its veracity, unless John is the only source, but 
it could well account for the primary motivation behind Peery 's broadside. 
[John Beshara is not the only source. Peery -is another; See his letter 
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in GliAUSTARii £249; quoted on p& . 8] I may sometime scrape together, an en- 
velope and send along the rough, draft that. I received, In order to show, 
you how much tamer the "Veritas Vincit" was when. I first ssw iti' In fact, 

.that was the copy to which I responded* 

. Some of the additions I react negatively to. Those parts which are 
quotations from John's letters are not very open to accusation, I suppose, 
and Walt had previously; sent me copies anyway o -But all the editorializing 
about . dictators, and all the nonsense about trying • to reform an organiza- 
tion which is 99$ John's any*ay» ■ seems foolish to me.» I also bridle at 
Paragraph 106, 'where he maintains that I allowed John's letters to me to 
be used in compiling this missive, yet it is plain in his listing of the 
source materials that the only letters from me are letters I sent to Walt. 
1 did, incidentally, ask that they remain secret, but I guess a lot of 
-those requests were violated in the compilation of the mate rial o ; [To put 
it mildly.]] I wonder' why he felt .compelled, to mention my name© No-one: 
has even SEEN my. copies, and the most extensive quotations I have supplied 
from them are probably to you, not to Peery « 

Just the same , I think the time has come to discard the DA as an or- 
ganization, and reorganize it as Wazir i plus John's efforts to get others 
into the game. If he wants to ' present his point of view. to them as they 
enter,.' that's' fine with me. But I am unwilling to follow John's "orders" 
because I gust don't. care about organizations that mucJw.o . 

. (23 September): The Birsan letter in the latest Peery thing does John 

: serious damage, I think, and fulfills my expectation about what really 
happened. Even so, I didnot expect it, and it's a real shock to see his 
letter in print like that.' »: ■ 

[Yes, it is. John Beshara and I could never get him to write us 
about TDA business.] *. ■ - - - 

John has, in my opinion* no authority or right whatsoever to suspend 
the game 1971BG. I did not Realize until I read John's letter what this 
"legal" question in the latest Erehwon [#55l was all about* I thought 
that it was somewhat strange to be talking about it at that point, but now 
I understand the motivation.* Well, .from a legal point of view, I will 
tell you what I am going to. tell him: it's great if you can prove it-, but 
where are you going to bring the action? In California? How will you get 
jurisdiction over the other players and GM? ^ In this case, in New York? 
In the federal courts on diversity Of citizenship? Well, I might suggest 
that the cost of a game of Diplomacy is somewhat less than : the $10-000 .-■ 
minimum requirement stated in the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure a Like 
so many other things in the law, it's an interesting question ~ -but does 
anyone give a damn? There's no way to "enforce a judgment, and no way to 

.get jurisdiction over the parties. That makes the legal question immater- 
ial.. I am, however, morally committed to. the proposition that the PLAYERS 
own the game, and not the.GM* :No matter what personal clashes the GM may 
have,: or the publisher, I can see no rationalization for such drastic ac- 
tions* Nobody around : this dispute anymore seems to have a conception of 
subtlety^, First, the language of the Peery letter. and now this. If John 
was at all cool, he would have carried -.on with Peer vara just as if nothing 
had. happened and the moral and propaganda victory he would have won would 
have been very large.: This action merely reinforces the opposition view- 
point, from John's perspective*, ■/ 

As for Larry refusing to. resign, that is, as far as ray philosophy 
goes, absurd.. TDA is John's, to do with as he wishes, and Larry has no 
authority that*I can see to resist removal. He's 0-U-T 3 

[The Peery attack on John Beshara in VV, and his'refusal to refund 
the -1971BG money, have a common demoniriator. Peery wrote VV. in a 'fit' of 
pique because Beshara refused his request to "loan" him $500. And Peery 

.wrote his peculiar interpretation of the legal player-Gamesmaster rela- 
tionship in Erehwon and Xenogogic beGause he wants to. justify keeping the 
$30 Beshara sent him to publish the results of 1971BGo In both cases. 



_.y Peery' s line of argument is selected so that he can justify getting 
and/or. keeping somebody .else •'s money; - . . 

[Originally, John: Beshara recruited the 7 players of 1971BG, charging 

them- each- $5.50. .Of this amount, Beshara would keep $.50 for his own work 
and pass on the remaining $5.00 to Larry Peery. For this amount,, Peery 
would publish Peer.vara , a.> Diplomacy 'zine edited by Beshara and carrying 
the adjudicated moves and press releases of I97IBG. 

•■ [When Peery opened fire on Beshara -in VV, Beshara withdrew this game 
from Peery 1 s publication and asked for his money back. Considering the 
manner : in which Peery attacked him, making VV a revenge for Besnara's re- 
fusal to loan Peery $500, Beshara was quite justified in doing- this. t In 
fact, there is a real reason for believing that Peery would not' fulfill 

;;his part of this arrangement with Besharai On the grounds of past per- 
formance, Peery could not., have been trusted to bring out the publication 
carrying the moves of 1971BG. After all, Peery is now falsely claiming 
to be an official of The Diplomacy Association, and is telling people to
